THE HEEF TKUST AND THE I’HR'E OF 
.MEAT. 

Me defend neither monojsily nor extortion' 
ate jwices; but we do love logic like a s«*ldoni 
welcomed friend. TIiom*, who still find it con- 
venient to as.sail a national administration Ih‘- 
cause it do«*s not “bust trusts’’, have discov- 
ered an argument with which to contradict the 
statement that high prices of meat are due 
principally to natural caus4>s, such as tlisu))- 
|»earance of tho cattio ranges, increasing urban 
|s>pulation without increasing the meat supply, 
and greater cxtnsumption <luring pros|H>ruus 
years. They |)oint out tho enormous profits of 
the big )iacking housi'.s, and declare such earn- 
ings could Ik* jiredicated on nothing, excepting 
extraordinary profit.s. 

No doubt the )>acking liouses — the “lK*«*f 
trust”, if y*)U please — take all the jirotit they 
can; yet t!ie fact remains that the majority «»f 
butchers jtrefer buying their lM*ef fn>m (’hicago 
to slaugbterin;^ it thems«*lves. They would imt 
do that if there was much grt*ater ]>rotit to them 
in doing their own butchering. 

•Moreover, the great earnings cun be j»redicat- 
ed on extensive sales us well as extraordinary 
profits, and the big packing hou.ses have almost 
ti mono|K>ly on th^ butchering. They waste 
nothing. They make probably more on by- 
produets than on the dressed meats. 'I'liey put 
the price as high, of course*, as the trade will 
stand; but there are fixed limitations on retail; 
price.s. j 

The farmer certainly makes money on his' 
stiH'k, ami tin* midillemun takes out his |H*r | 
«*eutage Iwfore the sto<*k reaches the beef trust. i 
Then the trust wants a moiety and the but«-herl 
must live. We contribute to the prosjK*rity, 
bmg life and happine.ss of <|uite a numlH‘r of 
families when we Fletclierize our j>orterhouse. 
Take that home as a ('hristmas thought. 

We are not fearful of imlustriat ronc«*ntrn- 
tion on closer uc<iuaintance, if it can be regu-! 
lated in the interest of the public. M e wish that j 
every btH*f killed for Paducah consumption had 
to Ik* kille<l in a municipal abattoir and ex- 
amined for tuberculosis IxTore l>eing slaughter- 
ed; and we \rish that all the milk sold in I’adu- 
cull were first assembled at a central milk de- 
|iot to be proiK*rly tested. It would save much 
life and heartache and civic waste.

Bpeaker 
8hurtleff showed a disposition to ex- 
pidlle matters, and when the pri- 
mary election bills came up he snid; 

"Theac bills should be laid before 
the bouse ae a committee of the 
a hole; If you so approve, they lie 
upon the table to await the pleaaure 
of the houae." 

The senate session was stirred by 
a joint resolution by Curtiss, of Kan- 
kakee, providing for the appoint- 
ment of a committee to ten, Bve 
from each house, to go to Washing- 
ton to consult congreat relative to 
the probability of federal co-oper- 
ation in the construction of the 
deep waterway. The resolution pro- 
vides that llllaoia postpone action 
uatil this committee reports. The 
resolution was adopted on a con- 
sideration of 27 to to, after having 
failed on a previous vote. The house 
has not yet acted upon the resolu- 
tion. 

Deneen's .Meseage. 

Governor Deneen sent his message 
to the special aesalon of the legis- 
lature. On the subject of primary 
election, the governor calls atten- 
tion to the dedlalon of the supreme 
court In the Straasbeim case Inva- 
lidating the primary election law of 
1908, on account of defects the court 
deemed so serious aa to invalidate 
the whole acL The excH utive shows 
that the reasoning of the supreme 
court Indicates that every law upon 
our statute books on the subject of 
primary elections la unconstitution- 
al. He then points out that every 
state in the union except Illinois has 
some form of primary election law. 
The Invalidating of an illinuia pri- 
mary election lawa led the governor 
to address a letter to the judges of 
the supreme court re«)uesttng that 
they p<ilut out a means of curing 
the defects In the 1908 law and 
framu a primary election law for 
siibmlsaion to the general assembly. 
The gf^vernor's letter to the meni- 
bera of tha snprema conn la set 
forth la full tn hla message. It urgea 
uiMiB the members of the supreme 
rourt corapllanre with his request

Governor lieneen refers t|> the 
Cherry mine dlsaetcr, and In this 
connection, recommends that the I 
mining laws be amended.
